Monthly Bulletin Litigation Ends— 
Judgment Favors MSA 


On May 16th, the Honorable John 
M. Wise, Wayne County Circuit Judge, 
entered a judgment which termi- 
nated the litigation over Monthly Bul- 
letin, Michigan Society of Architects. 
The following letter from Attorney 
James E. Haggerty, Jr. to Charles H. 
MacMahon, Jr. President of the 
Michigan Society of Architects sum- 
marizes the disposition of the case.

Dear Mr. MacMahon: 


We are happy to announce the sue- 
cessful conclusion of a lawsuit insti- 
tuted by Talmage C. Hughes against 
the Michigan Society of Architects, 
Monthly Bulletin, Inc., Michigan 
Architectural Foundation and your- 
self, Bruce H. Smith, Harvey C. Alli- 
son, George W. Sprau, Gerald Diehl 
and James B. Hughes, individual de- 
fendants. 


At the outset of litigation plaintiff 
was able to secure a temporary in- 
junction against the defendants named 
herein and shortly thereafter we were 
able to dismiss this injunction, and 
the architectural societies filed cross- 
bills of complaint, wherein we were 
able to secure recognition of the fact 


that the name “Monthly Bulletin” and 
the publication rights thereto were 
the exclusive property of Monthly 
Bulletin, Inc. 


This matter was appealed to the 
Michigan Supreme Court, which com- 
pletely upheld the position of the 
architects. Subsequently, Attorney 
Robert J. Diehl and myself have ne- 
gotiated with attorneys representing 
the estate of Talmage C. Hughes, de- 
ceased, with the view in mind to ter- 
minating all litigation. 


Pursuant to authority delegated by 
the Executive Board of Michigan So- 
ciety of Architects and directly 
through its Executive Committee our 
efforts were culminated in the entry 
of a judgment on May 16, 1963, before 
the Honorable John M. Wise, Wayne 
County Circuit Judge, which disposes 
of the entire case, On said date, testi 
mony was taken in open court from 
James B. Hughes, Executive Director 
of the Michigan Society of Architects 
and argument was presented by At- 
torney Robert J. Diehl wherein he 
stated that on behalf of the architects 
of Michigan he was very grateful for 
Judge Wise’s expeditious and con- 
scientious handling of this case 
throughout the many court hearings. 
The judgment, as entered by the 
court, dismisses plaintiff's lawsuit, and 
grants relief to the Michigan Society

of Architects by a determination that 
the ownership of the name “Monthly 
Bulletin” and the publication rights 
thereto are the exclusive property of 
Monthly Bulletin, Inc., which is, in 
turn, wholly owned by the Michigan 
Society of Architects. The judgment 
also contains a permanent injunction 
prohibiting Margaret C. Hughes and 
her assigns and successors from claim- 
ing ownership in the name “Monthly 
Bulletin,” the publication rights there- 
to and from other matters as set forth 
in the judgment. 


No money is given either party un- 
der the terms of the judgment, either 
for damages or for costs, but jurisdic- 
tion of the case is reserved by Judge 
Wise, in order that he might enforce 
the judgment. 


The finalization of this case in a man- 
ner completely favorable to the Michi- 
gan Society of Architects by Attorney 
Robert J. Diehl and myself, was made 
notably easier by the splendid cooper- 
ation of the individual defendants, as 
well as the officers and members of the 
Society and its sister organizations. 
Allow me to state further that your 
personal courage and leadership 
throughout this case have been ex- 
ceptional.

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An Analysis 

of the Report 

by 

AIA’s Three-Man 
Commission 


One of the more important documents presented to the 
membership of the American Institute of Architects in re- 
cent times is the Report of the Special Committee on Edu- 
cation AIA, “Commissioned to isolate and identify the 
relationships required of the whole design process to man’s 
environment, and to correlate these conclusions with educa- 
tional processes.” 


The report has been published in its entirety recently, but 
deserves delineation and interpretation, and is of special 
interest to AIA members in Michigan by virtue of the 
presence of Robert F. Hastings, FAIA, president of Smith, 
Hinchman and Grylls Associates, Inc., and past president 
of the Detroit Chapter ATA, as one of the commission mem- 
bers. 


S. C. Hollister, FAAAS, Dean Emeritus of the College of 
Engineering of Cornell University and G. Holmes Per- 
kins, Dean of the School of Fine Arts at the University of 
Pennsylvania, were the other committee members, with 
Philip Will, Jr, FAIA, and Dean Olindo Grossi serving 
as ex-oficio members and Maurice Perrault, AIA, as the 
staff member. 


The report itself, including individual comment by each 
of the members, began with the premise that environ- 
mental design professional patterns are undergoing major 
change. 


Initially the pattern was almost totally architectural de- 
sign, with the structural segment a very minor portion. 


However, this past pattern has changed materially. Today 
the architectural and mechanical segments are almost 
equal in importance, with structural about as before and 
with electrical now of an importance comparable to struc- 
tural. 


The report conceives that the environmental design pro- 


fessional pattern of the future will change even more 
radically, with managerial and supporting professional 
services assuming segments equal to the present and pro- 
jected structural and electrical sections. 


The three pattern stages are illustrated in Plate I. 


In his notes included in the report, Mr. Hastings wrote, 
“The primary function of the architectural profession has 
been the design of buildings. The traditional role must be 
re-defined to include all professional services (architectural, 
technical and managerial) required to create environmental 
structures. The architectural profession must assume full 
leadership responsibility for the creation of these environ- 
mental structures for there is no other profession as vitally 
concerned with this field. 


“In order to fulfill totally this primary role as creator of 
environmental structures, the architect must also concern 
himself with the numerous other areas of man’s environ- 
ment, varying from the broader aspects of urban design to 
the fine arts, furniture, etc. 


“To prepare architects for this broadened role, major 
changes will be required in professional practice, educa- 
tion, and professional registration.” 


Similar statements were included in the personal notes of 
both Dean Hollister and Dean Perkins. 


Having accepted the premise that environmental design 
professional patterns are continually broadening, the com- 
mittee then examined the present educational patterns and 
found that they were not designed to keep pace with the 
growing needs of the profession in its widening concept. 


To provide an educational structure which would afford 
the far broader background required by the man seeking 
to educate himself to specialize in structures, the committee 
recommended and proposed two educational programs. 


The two plans are depicted in Plate No. II. 


The first suggested approach would encompass a four year, 
architecturally oriented, pre-professional program which 
would grant the student a bachelor degree. 


The four year pre-professional program would be followed 
by an additional two or three years of professional study 
which would afford the student the opportunity to major 
in the area of greatest aptitude, and which would be cli- 
maxed by the granting of a professional degree in architec- 
ture. 


In the first approach architecture is defined by the com- 
mittee to include architectural design, urban planning, 
landscape design, urban socio-economic planning, fine arts, 
mechanical, structural, electrical, illuminating, acoustical, 
and other disciplines in building engineering. 


The first plan submitted also considers the possibility of 
education towards a master’s or second professional degree 
and organized interneship in practice. 


It is suggested that a professional degree and organized 
interneship be prerequisites for licensing and that all 
graduates would be registered as architects and extended 
membership in the ATA. 


Under the second proposal the faculty of a school of archi- 
tecture and the faculty of a school of engineering would

be reconstituted as either one or a joint faculty which 
would award a bachelor degree following completion of a 
four year pre-professional program, building oriented. 


Graduates with a bachelor degree would follow a some- 
what similar course of study in their two or three year 
period of professional education, before receiving their 
professional degree in either architecture or engineering. 


In the second approach the committee defined architecture 
to include architectural design, urban and urban socio- 
economic planning, landscape design and fine arts. In- 
cluded as defined in engineering are mechanical, structural, 
electrical, illuminating, acoustical and others in building 
engineering. 


As in the first plan the graduate would be required to ob- 
serve a period of organized interneship and would be af- 
forded the opportunity of advanced study for a second 
degree. 


Registration would differ in plan two, in that the graduate 
would be licensed as either an architect or engineer, de- 
pending upon his degree, but would receive affiliate mem- 
bership in each other's professional societies because of the 
common educational base. 


At the conclusion the committee stated a few direct truths 
which best summarize their findings. 


They say: “Attitudes within the architectural and engineer- 
ing profession will have to change. The term architectural 
design will have to take on a broader meaning . . . environ- 
mental design. 


“The design professions identified with architecture and

can no longer afford to be separated either during the edu- 
cational process or in practice. 


“Architecture will include all of the design disciplines. 


“Professional societies will have to adjust their member- 
ship rules to accommodate these new concepts. 


“Registration Laws will have to be modified. 


“The curricula of schools of architecture will have to be 
changed drastically (course content will have to be com- 
pletely revised) and a whole new school of environmental 
design will have to be created.” 


In their recommendations the commission spells out the 
suggested interneship program. They recommend following 
the general structure of the interneship program of the 
medical profession, but recognize that without any struc- 
ture to match the hospital-interne relationship that the 
mechanical responsibility for developing and administer- 
ing the program must be divided between schools and the 
profession. 


They urge the AIA to assume leadership in working with 
some schools of architecture on experimental programs to 
prove both the feasibility of the new educational concept 
and the choice between the two possible procedures out- 
lined earlier. 


The final conclusion notes that the solution to the problem 
cannot be found in one single answer, but that the problem 
is so urgent that the architectural profession must imme- 
diately both initiate and implement the necessary advances. 


(With acceptance of the report the ATA has already begun 
to take action on the proposals.)

The trustees of Rensselaer Polytechnic 
Institute have appointed Skidmore, 
Owings and Merrill, New York, N.Y., 
as architects for the new $1.5 million 
building to house the Interdisciplinary 
Materials Research Center. The build- 
ing will be one of five to be built on 
an American campus under the uni- 
versity support program of the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration. 


The new building will house faculty 
members and research programs of the 
departments of materials engineering, 
physics, chemistry, chemical engineer- 
ing, geology, and mechanics. The re- 
search programs carried on in the 
Center will be fundamental in nature 
and will involve basic research. 


Responsibility for development of 
these research programs and the es- 
tablishment of policies and procedures 
is a function of the Interdisciplinary 
Materials Research Committee com- 
posed of nine Rensselaer faculty mem- 
bers and the director of the research 
division. Dr. Stephen E. Wiberley, pro- 
fessor of analytic chemistry, is chair- 
man of the committee. 


The Center will become a focal point 
for all materials research on the cam- 
pus, a field in which Rensselaer is 
making progress towards assisting the 
nation’s space program. The new 
building will provide facilities for heat 
treatment, powder metallurgy, melting 
and casting, electron optics, metallog- 
raphy, ceramics, mechanical testing 
and high temperature metal physics, 
ultrasonics, crystal physics, spectro- 
scopy, X-ray polymer research and 
molecular weight, rheology, radioiso- 
tope and surface phenomena. In addi- 
tion to the laboratories there will be 
computer facilities, darkroom, stock- 
rooms, administrative offices, seminar 
and conference rooms, and shops.
